Germany's position' in afrioa. 
London, Feb. 0.— A Berlin dispatch saya 
that the explanation given by the Imperial 
government of Germany's position in Africa 
is not generally approved by the supporters 
of an active colonial policy, and that tho 
popular expression, so far as heard in public 
places, indicates dissatisfaction with tho 
course laid out by tho government. It is 
said that the great African empire to bo 
colonized by Germany lias dwindled to a 
coast lino of petty trading posts, und that 
while England |is founding prosperous 
colonies, as in Mashonaland, Germany is 
engaged in n, desultory and unproti table 
warfare with the native kinglets. 
Baron Wissman lias many friends in Berlin 
who do not hesitate to say that ho lias been 
sacrificed to English jealousy, und that the 
whole plan of the emperor' is to play into 
British hands in colonial matters, in order 
to insure tho support of England and tho 
English fleet in the coming continental war. 
This is believed by the supporters of Bis- 
marck and Wissmann to ho a delusive idea, 
30 far as looking to England for support in 
a war against France und Russia, as they 
claim Unit the English Liberal party would 
not permit tho Tories to drag the country 
into such a struggle. 

THE WITU MASSACRE. 

Chancellor Von Caprivi's explanation, to- 
day, of the circumstances attending tho 
Witu massacre, was intended to forestall 
discussion on the subject in the English 
House of Commons. Public sentiment in 
England has become strongly aroused since 
the publication of tho letters of the late 
Sultan of Witu to the English admiral in fa- 
vor of the late Sultan and his subjects. The 
letters are temperate and reasoning, as well 
as dignified, are remarkablo productions for 
a savage potentate, and show that tiie kill- 
ing of the Germans was a justifiable resist- 
ance to insolence and brigand-like aggres- 
sion. The only reply of the admiral was a 
barbarous attack on the natives of 
Witu, in which a number of the 
latter were slain, with ; little or no 
danger to the English. According 
to his report, tho admiral finished his cam- 
paign by carrying away tho furniture from 
tho Sultan's residence, and getting the place 
on fire. Then he offered >> reward, ot ton 
thousand dollars for tho head of the Sultan, 
Fumo Bakari. 'The natives, 1 however, iVould 
not betray their chief, who recently died a 
natural death from grieving over tho priva- 
tion and grief brought upon his people. It 
was to offset the indignation caused by 
these developments that Von Caprivi 
made his statement to-day, in which he 
acknowledged, however, that the leader of 
the Germans, Kuenzel, was u scoundrel and 
deserved his fate. 

COURT tiossir. • 

Yesterday the English court ceased to 
mourn, officially at least, for the late Prince 
Baudoin, and the ladies discarded their 
black dresses and ribbons and the gentlemen 
their swords. 

FREEMAN II. MOSES DEAD. 

Freeman H. Moses, formerly American 
consul-general in London, whoso death is 
announced, passed away at his beautiful 
river estate of Surbiton, Surrey, where lie 
had resided since he resigned in 1870. He 
had earned for himself a merited place in 
English Eociety, and was always earnest in 
every movement affecting his country. 
A MENACE TO SHIPWNO; 

The shipping of the river Mersey is 
menaced by thu presence under water of 22 
tons of dynamite, contained in a steamer 
sunk off tho Mersey by a collision. The 
authorities are puzzled how to deal with the 
danger, as divers hesitate to risk their lives 
by investigating the wreck. There is some 
talk of exploding the dynamite where it 
lies. 

UNFLKASANT STORIES. 

Col. Gordon Cummings, whoso naino has 
become unpleasantly connected with stories 
of sharp practice at cards, is a member of 
the leading clubs, including the Carlton and 
Marlborough, and, it is said, not wealthy, 
although highly connected in England. 
Tho colonel has many friends who believe 
him innocent, and his clubs will take no ac- 
tion till the matter is determined in the 
court to which he has appealed. The Prince 
of Wales is said to profess confidence that 
the colonel was not guilty of deliberate 
wrong. 

PECULIAR METHODS OF RELIEF. 

The charitable committees for tho relief 
of the awful destitution in London are going 
about their business in a rather peculiar 
fashion. After an investigation of various 
cases of alleged poverty, inquiry in each 
case being prolonged so as to give the vic- 
tim a fair chance to die of starvation, re- 
lief was at once distributed. But for fear 
that too much benevolence might be fol- 
lowed by disastrous results, relief was care- 
fully regulated, bread being distributed the 
first day, then soup the next day, and coal 
the third day. Why all these articles could 
not have all been given the first day is not 
explained. At a large meeting of unem- 
ployed laborers on Tower Hill a speaker de- 
clared thoy did not want to loot any ship 
unless it was necessary, but they had to ob- 
tain food if not by fair means, why then by 
foul.

Her 
title to tho amount was disputed on the 
ground that the marriage of her fathor to a 
daughter of Wahkusa, chief of the Comox 
Indians in British Columbia, which was 
celebrated in accordance with tribal cus- 
toms, was irregular.

llnndrftls of Strangers In the City-Second

Anacortes, Feb. 5.— A great many visit- 
ors still continue to arrive by trains and 
Bteamers, in connection with tho five days' 
excursion. 

Yesterday was the second day of tho sale 
of tho Northern Pacific property, and trans- 
actions were even larger than on the first 
day.

Braditrecti' Beport, 

. New York, Feb. 0. — At the principal 
cities in tho Province of Quebec, general 
trade is of moderate volume and promises to 
remain so until navigation opens. There is 
a fair volume of business in Ontario, in 
some instances in excess of the to- 
tals of January, 1890. Interest in tho 
Dominion election tends to interrupt busi- 
ness some. In Manitoba, the wheat move- 
ment continues slow, and the tendency is to 
lig^it purchases of spring goods. The Do- 
minion of Canada reports 58 failures this 
week, against 59 last week, and 57 this 
week last year. The total number from 
January to date was 293, against 207 last 
year. The most conspicuous cause of the 
business failures in tho Dominion in 1890 
was lack of capital, incompetency ranking 
second, and disaster from financial string- 
ency third. 

A Mine on Fire. 

WlLKKSBAKRE, Pa., Feb. C, — Following 
close upon the drowning of seventeen men 
ut Janes ville, and three at N.anticoke, comes 
another mining disaster, which, although 
unattended by loss of life, means enforced 
idleness, and consequent privation to six or 
seven hundred miners in Nunticoke. A gas- 
feeder in No. 7 lift of the No. 4 slope of the 
Susquehannah coal company, at that place, 
was ignited by the men who were driving 
new openings. The feeder rapidly increased 
until the (lames spread along the face of the 
workings, setting fire to the coal and driv- 
ing the men to the surface. ' In a short 
time the interior of the mines was a maassof 
flames, roaring like a furnace and threatening 
total destruction to the entire underground 
workings. Preparations were made as soon 
as possible to flood the workings, and a 
trough; 2,700 feet long, was thrown down 
the slope to*ca,rry' wafer into the mine. : The 
trough was completed this evening, and a 
largo volume of water is now pouring down 
the slope. Whether this will extinguish 
the flames is a question that no one can de- 
cide as yet. In uny case, the work of flood- 
ing the mine, which is a large one, may re- 
quire months, and, in the meantime, bun 
drcds of miners will be thrown idle at a 
season of the year when work is most 
needed. 

An.toclntlon Skating llnle*. 

New York, Feb. f>.— A committee from 
the Canadian Skating Association, New 
England Skatieg Association and the Na- 
tional Amateur Skating Association met in 
this city to-night for tho purpose of prepar- 
ing a universal skating schedule to govern 
figure skating, which will be adopted by the 
three associations. Some minor changes 
were made in the old programme. The lapp 
foot figure was taken out, and several unim- 
portant figures. 

A Sweeping Mcntnrt. 

Indianapolis, Feb. 5. — Tho senate to- 
day passed the mo3t sweeping measure that 
was ever aimed against trusts in this state, 
The bill provides that all trusts, pool con 
tracts, combinations, arrangements or cor- 
porations, which attempt to decrease the 
output, or control prices, or limit produc- 
tion, shall be considered conspiracies to de- 
fraud the people, and any person being a 
member of such organization shall be sub- 
ject to a fine of from §1,000 to 
§5,000 and imprisonment in the 
state prison from two to five years. 
The provision is made to apply to any 
stockholder or agent, or person interested 
in any way in the management or the pro- 
fiis of a pool, contract, combination, agree- 
ment or corporation. In cases where tho com- 
pany is organized under the Indiana laws the 
charter is to be forfeited in addition to the 
punishment prescribed in the penal section 
of the bill. In another section it is pro- 
vided that any person who is injured by the 
operations of the trust or pool may sue and 
recover damages in double the sum of injury 
which his business has suffered. 

T. P. O'Connor Coming. 

Washington, Feb. 5. — Thomas Power 
O'Connor, member of the British parlia- 
ment, now in Washington, will leave in a 
day or two for a visit to St. Paul, Spokane 
Falls and Tacoma. He is the agent of a 
largo amount of foreign capital seeking in- 
vestment in the West. 

FltXHlmnioiiM Will Travel. 

New Orleans, Feb. 6. — A contract was 
signed to-day by Fitzsimmons to travel under 
the management of Otto C. Clate, who is 
backed by Georgo B. Clark, of Chicago. 
Carroll, as Fitzsimmons' manager, was the 
first to receive the offer, but he refused to 
take less than a thousand a week, and in- 
tended to leave on Wednesday for Chicago, 
to make arrangements for a tour of their 
own. In the meantime Fitzsimmons was 
approached and told that tho offer was for 
himself alone, and that Carroll was not 
wanted. Fitz. , who has been drifting away 
from Carroll since the division of the spoils 
of the fight with Dempsey, thinking that 
Carroll got more than lie should have ro 
ceived, finally determined to stand alone, 
and signed the contract. Carroll was chag- 
rined, and left for San Francisco thia after- 
noon. He says he will find a man to whip 
Fitzsimmons.

In the course of an in- 
terview to night, he positively denied that 
he will contest a constituency or enter par- 
liament. He said that he bad long held the 
view that high commissioners should abstain 
from taking part in party or partisan poli- 
tics ; but the issues before the country at 
the present time were of such a nature that 
no man, whatever his position might be, if 
he had the welfare of his country at heart, 
could refrain from taking part in the con- 
test. Sir Charles had a long conference 
with Sir John Macdonald, to night, and at 
the premier's request will address a public 
meeting at Kingston, to morrow evening.

London, Feb. G. — The social democratic 
federation has refused to supply money to 
enable Avelmg, the sooialist, to stand for 
liradlangh's seat in Parliament, at North- 
ampton. 

Expcclcil <o noiuliuril Iqulqul. 

London-, Feb. 0. — News from Chili, by 
way of Lima, states that the insurgent fleet 
is expected to bombard Iquiqui. 

The New Italian Cabinet. 

Rome, Feb. C— The cabinet is still in- 
complete, but will probably be settled to- 
morrow, Saturday. The new premier, 
Rudini, insists in large economies in the 
army and public departments. Rudini has 
appointed Peltoux minister of war, and 
Luzzati, Saracco, Morin and others to 
various departments. 

Prince mid Czar. 

London, Feb. 0. — The heir to the throne 
of Austria, Prince Ferdinand Deste, arrived 
in St. Petersburg to-day. The czar met the 
prince nt the station, and extended a cor- 
dial greeting. The czar took the prince in 
tho imperial sleigh, and they drove to tho 
palace amid a popular ovation. 

The New Siberian Kallranil. 

London, Feb. G. — It, bus been officially 
decided that the new Siberian railroad will 
be commenced by Russia this year. 

Cermany'x African Policy. 

Berlin, Feb. G. — Thu debato on the 
African policy of the Imperial Government 
was continued in the Reichstag. Kendall, 
imperialist, commended tho agreement with 
England as having put an end to the idea 
that no friendship was possiblo between 
Germany and Great Britain as colonizing 
powers, nd that the agreement had also 
ended in the effervescence of feeling aroused 
by the conduct of certain individuals, 
notably the explorer. Herr Winthorp, 
Catholic leader, supported tho English 
agreement as strengthening the relations 
between the swo countries. 

Chancellor ,Voh Caprivi said that 
the government in the interest of 
humanity, and for the suppression of slavery, 
wished to see the Congo act enforced every- 
where in the regions embraced the treaty. 

Herr Hcldori ucged that the house should 
grant the funds necessary to continue the 
Foreign colonial policy of the govern- 
ment. Tho credit was approved. 

Stock Brokers Victimized. 

London, Feb. 6. — A number of forged 
telegrnms, bearing the namo of M. 
Camondo, an eminent banker of Runs, were 
received here to-day, ordering the sale of 
large quantities of Brazilian securities. The 
result was that, until it was discovered that 
thu telegrams were not genuine, a panic 
prevailed in those securities on tho stock 
exchange. When the fact was made known 
that Camondo had sent no such dispatch, 
the market for Brazilians recovered.

The America* Copyright Bill.

A RECIPROCITY TREATY. 



The President's Proclamation Announ- 
cing an Agreement With Brazil 
Under the New Tariff. 



Many Food Products and Manufactures 
of the United States to he Admitted 
Free of Duty. 



Wasiiinoton, Feb. 5. — President Harri- 
son this afternoon issued a formal pro- 
clamation announcing a reciprocity agree- 
ment with Brazil under the new tariff law. 

From and after April 1, 1891, Brazil 
admits into all established ports of entry of 
Brazil, free of duty, whether national, state 
or municipal, articles of merchandise named 
in the following schedule, providing that 
tho same be a product and manufacture of 
the United States of America : Wheat, 
wheat flour, corn or maize, and the manu- 
factures thereof, including corn meal 
and starch, rice, rice flour, buck- 
wheat or buckwheat flour and barley,' 
potatoes, beans and peas, hay and oats.pork 
salted, including pickled pork and bacon, 
except hams, fish salted, dried or pickled, 
cotton seed oil, coal, anthracite and bitu- 
minous, rosin, tar, pitch and turpentine, 
agricultural tools, implements and machin- 
ery/including stationary and portable en- 
gines and all machinery for manufacturing 
and industrial purposes, except sewing ma- 
chines, instruments and books for arts and 
sciences, railway construction material and 
equipment. 

The government of Brazil has, by legal 
enactment, further authorized the admission 
into all established ports of entry of Brazil, 
with reduction of 25 per cent, of duties do- 
signalcd on respective articles in the tariff 
now in force or which may hereafter be 
adopted in the United States of Brazil, 
whether normal, state or municipal, pro« 
vided that the same bo a product or manu- 
facture of the United Stutc3 of America. 
These articles are : Lard and substitutes 
therefor, bacon, hams, butter and chees^, 
canned and preserved meats, fish, fruits 
and vegetables, manufactures of cot- 
ton, including single or mixed, 
manufactured of iron and steel, 
schedule, leather and manufactures 
thereof, except boots and shoes, lumber, 
timber and manufactures of wood, including 
cooperage, furniture of all kinds, wagons, 
carts and carriages, manufactures of rubber; 
and tho government of Brazil bus further 
provided that laws or regulations adopted 
to protect its revenue and prevent fraud in 
declarations and proof that the articles 
named in foregoing schedulis arc products 
or manufactures of the United St.tes of 
America shall placo no undue restriciionn 
on the importer or impose any additional 
charges or fees on the ui tides imported. 

A lliirse online Track. 

St. Lodis, Mo., Feb. 0.— At tho Colton 
Belt Roads offico in this city, a report was 
received this morning to the effect that a 
north bound passenger train was ditched six 
miles beyond Clarendon Ark. The par- 
ticulars received by the company are very 
meagre, but they contradicted the tele- 
graphic report that nine people were killed.

THE JAMES BAY PLATS. 
Vu Mr. Milne moved for all orders in coun- 
cil and correspondence, not already printed 
in the sessional papers of British Columbia, 
relating to the transfer to the city of Victo- 
ria, of public land covered witli wa- 
ter, or otherwise. lying between 
James Bay bridge and SlcClure street, 
Victoria. He spoke of the nuisance 
whicli tbo present condition of the .lames 
Bay flats were to the citizens of Victoria, 
of the agitation that was going on fur their 
improvement, and hoped the Government 
would bring down all the correspondence as 
soon as possible, in order that the public 
might know what was going on. 

Hon. Mr. DAVIE said as far as he could 
see this was a perfectly harmless resolution. 

Hon. Mil. RtJBSON did not know that 
there was any correspondence, but, if there 
■were, it should be brought down. 

Hon. Mr. Beavkh referred to the fact 
of his having discovered in 1S7!) the transfer 
deed of an acre of property at the head of 
James Buy from Mr. .James Douglas to the 
Hudson's Bay Co., which was said to have 
been subsequently transferred to the Pro- 
vince, never having been, it was contended, 
transferred by statute to the Province. The 
land covered by water, he said, was formal- 
ly transferred to the city, but nothing had 
been done with the acre of which he spoke. 
Referring to the foreshore question, he con- 
tended that the lands between low and high 
water mark were the property of the Pro- 
vince. He was satisfied that were Hon. 
Mr. Mowat, premier of this Province, this 
question and a nnmber of others involving 
provincial rights would long ago have been 
sattled. He held that ;this particular acre 
-of land ought to he transferred to Victoria, 
and hoped that the Government would look 
into the matter. 

Hon. Mr. Davik said that it would 
appear that it was twelve years ago that the 
gentleman made his discovery, but this was 
the first time that he had brought the sub- 
ject prominently forward. The city council 
were able to take care of their rights. 
Either they had been unaware of them or 
were very careless with respect to them. 
In the former case much blame lay upon the 
leader of the Opposition for not making the 
city acquainted with the facts. He was 
fully aware that a point might be made 
■with regard to the purchase rights. If the 
Government had any correspondence it 
should he brought down. Mr. Davie con- 
clused by a reflection upon the leader of the 
Opposition for having slumbered over the 
question for a dozen years, the more so as in 
1888 an order in council had been passed by 
the Dominion Government abandoning the 
proprietorship of the mud flats. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven said that he had upon 
a number of occasions drawn attention to 
thin subject. 

Hon. Mil ROUSON declared that this was 
the tirst time he had heard the leader of 
the Opposition draw attention to this acre 
of lan 1. 

Mb. Skmlin said he had a strong recol 
lection of having, live or six years ago, heard 
of this acre of land from the floor of this 
House. 

bVv. Mr. Poole v said that, in 1885, Mr. 
Duck's resolution only referred to the James 
Bay mud Hats, the resolution having been 
passed without any amendment. If this 
acre was known of at that time why was it 
not included in an amendment to the de- 
scription of the land abandoned to the city 
of Victoria? 

Hon. Mr. Davie said he thought that 
this acre of land was claimed by the Doug- 
las Estate. There should be deeds. Where 
wen; tbeyV Did the leader of the Opposi- 
tion secure such documents when in otlice '/ 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said the deed he had 
scon was the transfer from .Sir James 
Douglas to the Hudson's Bay company. Mr. 
Douglas had removed his fences, and the 
Hudson Bay's property rights had been re- 
cognized. It would be well for the Attor- 
noy-General to read the deed of conveyance 
ami relinquishment. 

Mr. QllANT read the deed by 
whicli Sir .lames Douglas aban- 
doned all claim to this acre, and 
signed in .lime, 1859. Tin; city survey- 
or had, by his (Mayor Grant's) instructions, 
been inquiring into this matter, but h id not 
yet. made " his report. The fact 
having only recently come to his attention 
that then; was some of this James Bay land 
the title to which was by no means dis- 
tinct. Even were the land the property of 
the. Government, ho claimed that it should 
be transferred to the city in the samo way 
as other cities had received property con 
cessions,

It. f. Trades and Labor Association. 

A large and representative meeting of the 
workingmen of this city, was held in Spen- 
cer's Hall last, evening, in response to a call 
by Mr. W. H. Ireland, to form what is to 
lie known aa the British Columbia Trade's 
and Labor Association. Harry Howard, 
president of the Trade's and Labor Council, 
occupied the chair, and Arthur Dutton offi- 
ciate I as secretary. Mr. Ireland explained 
nt considerable length his scheme, which, 
among many minor details, includes a 
library, to be composed of tho best litera- 
ture of the day, as well as the laws of the 
different countries in which workmen may 
lie interested ; a reading room, a lecture 
loom, a room for different games, such as 
whist, chess, dominoes, etc., a wash room, 
a kitchen and dining room ; and, the most 
important feature of all a bureau, where 
employers and others seeking help, could 
find them on short notice, anil likewise be 
sun! of receiving the right kind of 
material, which they cannot all do under 
the present system of seeming help. 
The rooms to lie occupied by the association 
will be tin! two top floors (if Mr. Mallotte's 
new building on Government street, which, 
when tilled up, will afford ample accommo- 
dation for the workings of the institution 
for some time to come. Members from the 
Mine and Mine Laborers' association of Na- 
liaimo, who were in the city casually, and 
who contemplate opening a similar associa- 
tion in the Ileal future, spoke of and ac- 
knowledged the great benefits to be derived 
from an association of this character, mid 
the views they expressed had a tendency to 
help the matter in hand considerably. Sev- 
eral leading spirits, identified with local 
labor associations, followed, and set forth, in 
clear ami intelligent arguments, the many 
advantages to be derived from the scheme 
contemplated, and the manner in which 
they are carried on in various parts of the 
globe. The sense of the meeting was clearly 
in favor of Mr. Ireland's idea, that 
no disparaging line should ho drawn 
between society men and those who are 
not identified with labor from a union 
standpoint, The association will be open to 
all classes of workmen, whether sailor, 
sealer, hod-carrier or cook, so long as they 
have a proper regard' to what con- 
stitutes a good character. A committee 
was appointed to meet to-morrow night to 
further develop the scheme and arrange for 



another meeting, which will be held in a 
larger hall, to give all workingmen an 
opportunity to attend. There is no doubt 
whatever but what the scheme will have a 
successful termination.

A.NAC0RTK3, Feb. 4.— Hundreds of visitors 
have arrived from all points on the general 
excursion to this city, and every boat and 
train adds to the already large number 
here.

A NOBLE DOG. 

Thrilling Kescue of a Crew Shipwrecks on 
the Nova Scotia Const. 

Halifax, Feb. 5.— A dramatic wholesale 
life saving occurred Tuesday night in Cow 
bay. The ill starred crafl was owned by 
Senator Morgan, of Gloucester, Mass. She 
struck on the rock with the sea lire iking 
fiercely all around. The crew did not know 
where they were, and to try to land in 
dories meant death. They started a fire on 
deck with their bedclothes to attract atten- 
tion on shore, which they finally succeeded 
in doing. When Captain Graham dis- 
covered men on the beach be threw a tub 
containing a life line into the water in the 
hope that it might be can ied ashore. The 
breakers swept it toward the land, and, to 
the delight of the wrecked sailors, a dug 
swam out and secured it. By aid of the 
line a hawser was hauled ashore. Then the 
crew, eight in number, scrambled ushore, 
hand-over-hand, dashed about in the heavy 
waves. It took two hours to complete the 
rescue. All bunds suffered terribly from 
the bitter weather.

A member of our local legislature occu- 
pies a dual position. He is two single gen- 
tlemen rolled into one. In Victoria he is a 
member of the Legislative Assembly ; in 
Vancouver he is editor and proprietor of a 
morning newspaper. The legislator in Vic- 
toria very seldom, indeed, alludes to the 
editor in Vancouver, butjthe editor in Van- 
couver is perpetually blowing the trumpet 
of the legislator in Victoria. In fact, the 
editor has so high an opinion of the legis- 
lator that he considers it his [duty to his 
country to drag in his name wherever and 
whenever there is the slightest excuse for 
mentioning it, and often when there is no 
excuse at all. So great an admirer is Mr. 
Cotton — it would ho a] thousand pities to 
suppress the modest gentleman's name — the 
editor, of Mr. Cotton the legislator, that 
tho former Mr' Cotton makes the latter Mr. 
Cotton the subject of a leading article in 
Thursday's issue of his paper. Mr. Cotton 
the member of tho Legislative Assembly, 
one day this week, did what Mr. Cotton 
the journalist regards as a very smart 
thing. In some sparring across the House 
— tho representatives of the; people some- 
times indulge in this harmless kind of re- 
creation—Mr. Cotton, the legislator, caught, 
as he believed, tho Leader of the Govern- 
ment tripping, and turned the laugh against 
him. The Attorney-General who, perhaps, 
took tho matter too seriously, gave Mr. 
Cotton, tho Assembly man, a rather sharp 
wigging. Mr, Cotton, the editor, was so 
proud of tho achievement of Mr. Cotton, 
tho Assembly man, and so angry at the 
Attorney-General for his presumption in 
lecburing his idol, that he makes the little 
incident, which was really of no importance 
whatever, the subject of a solemn editorial 
lauding Mr. Cotton, tho legislator, to the 
Bkies, arid criticising his opponents with the 
utmost severity. Mr. Editor Cotton con- 
eludes his strictures on ( he part which the 
Attorney-General had taken in this sparring 
bout, by tho following complimentary 
remarks on the conduct and the qualities of 
Mr. Cotton, the senior representative of 
Vancouver : 

" It is satisfactory to see that Mr. Cotton 
had tho coolness and judgment requisite to 
prevent him from following such a liitiable 
example, and allowing himself to be dragged 



We are not surprised to lea rn that tho 
new members of the Assembly complain 
that much valuable time is wasted in use- 
less discussion. They want to get through 
with the business without any unnecessary 
delay, and they are annoyed when motions 
are made and discussions provoked for pur- 
poses that are obviously factious. This was 
clearly tho object of the motion made by 
the Leader of the Opposition on Thursday, 
on the first reading of the hill entitled, 
"An Act respecting the Westminster and 
Vancouver Tramway Company ami the 
Westminster Street Railway Company." 
The object of the bill is to amalgamate the 
two companies. Charters had been granted 
to both the companies, and they had 
worked under those charters. The bill does 
not change them in any respect neither dues 
it extend to them new franchises. It merely 
makes the two companies one, and gives 
their power to act as one. Although this 
is manifestly the case, the Hon. Mr. Beaven, 
soon as the motion was made to road the 
bill a first time, moved an amendment, that 
the Committee on Standing Orders and Pri- 
vate Hills insert in the bill tile Chinese ex- 
clusion clauses. This was a most extraor- 
dinary course to pursue under any circum- 
stances. Until a bill is read o first time it 
cannot be said to be before the House at all. 
So Mr. Heaven's motion was to ask tho 
House fo amend a bill which its members 
had not seen, and of which they could 
How could the members 
know that the insertion of tho Chinese 
clause in the hill would not lie a ridiculous 
blunder, and that by ordering the Private 
Bills committee to insert it they would not 
be making fools of themselves. Every- 
one, no matter how little he knows 
about Parliamentary procedure, must 
see that to ask men to alter a 
measure they had not been allowed the 
opportunity to consider is most unreason- 
able. Yet this is what that veteran parlia- 
mentarian, the Hon. Mr. Beaven, wanted 
the Legislative Assembly to stultify itself 
by doing. Mr. Heaven insisted on keeping 
his motion before the House, and the greater 
part of the day was lost in discussing this 
manifestly absurd proposition. 

Even if the bill is of such a nature aa to 
admit of the insertion of the Chinese clause, 
Mr. Beaven tried to get it ill at the wrong 
time and in the wrong way. After a bill is 
introduced it is read a second time. It is 
then fairly before the House. Members 
have then ample opportunity to examine it, 
to discuss it and to make any amendment 
they see fit. If the majority of tho House, 
after due deliberation, should come to the 
conclusion that the bill would he improved by 
adding the Chinese clause, it could then he 
done, The forms of the House give mem- 
bers every opportunity to make such altera- 
tions in measures as (lie majority consider 
they require. If Mr. Beaven was in earn- 
est, and if his object was to Improve the bill, 
he would have waited until its second reading 
to move his amendment. Bat Mr. Beaven's 
object was not to facilitate the transaction 
of the public business. He, most likely, 
did not care a cent whether the Chinese 
clause was inserted in tho bill or not. Ho 
was out on a fishing excursion. He was 
angling for votes. He wus bound to make 
capital for himself and his corporal's guard 
of followers, and he, at the same 
time, was setting a trap for the 
independent members. In short he was 
executing, what he coonsidered, a very 
brilliant party manoeuvre, and lie used the 
Chinese question as the one which would 
best serve his purpose. That by thus mak- 
ing a base use of the cause which he affect- 
ed to be zealous to serve, he was doing it a 
serious injury, was nothing to him. Jf his 
own personal and party purpose was served 
he did not care a button, w hether he was 
bringing that cause into disrepute or nut. 

But there were; friends of the workinginen 
in the House, who would not allow Mr. 
Heaven to make a stalking-horse of tho 
Chinese question. Mr. Keith is a young 
member but he was not blind to the insin- 
cerity and trickiness of the Leader 
of tin- Opposition. After Mr. Beaven 
had interrupted him to make an explanation 
Mr. Keith is reported to have said : " He 
was against double-dealing in such matters. 
He had not yet received the necessary 
amount of political education, but might 
learn some day. Meantime, he was opposed 
to all double-dealing and shuffling." Mr, 
Keith voted against the Hon. Mr. Beaven's 
amendment. 

The only member of the Independent 
party which Mr. Heaven caught in the trap 
he had so carefully prepared was Mr. Cot- 
ton. That gentleman was a willing cap- 
tive. When he joined the Opposition lie 
went to whore ho belongs. But the other 
members of the Independent party were not 
to bo entrapped, and they helped to vote 
down the Leader nf the Opposition's tricky 
motion. 

We are surprised that a member of Mr. 
Beaven's age and standing won Id lower himself 
so much as to play the demagogue for the sake 
of catching a few votes for himself or his 
party, lie should see from tho result of his 
last little scheme to embarrass the Govern- 
ment and ensnare the Independents that the 
whole Legislature sees through his cunning 
and unscrupulous devices, ami he may de- 
pend upon it the country will not be blind 
to his shallowness and his insincerity. 



CHILI. 

The revolution in Chili has developed in- 
to something that looks like a serious civil 
war. The President does not find it so easy 

OS he expected to put down the disturbance. 
The insurgents arc numerous, and they tire 
determined ■ to allow a now administra- 
tion to act in such a way as that which has 
created such deep and wide-spread discon- 
tent, A government of which the Presi- 
dent, though out of oliice, shall he the con- 
trolling spirit, will not he tolerated in Chili. 
Barmaceda's methods are disliked, and the 
downfall of his regime is decreed. Tho 
rebels have greater resources than were ex- 
pected, and they arc consequently able to 
keep up the light. It is said that the Presi- 
dent has so managed matters during his 
term of otlice that if he chose he could live 
the remainder of his days in luxury in a 
foreign country and leave a large fortune to 
be divided among the members of his family. 
These South American presidents have 
learned the art of feathering their own 
nests. They run the republics over which 
they preside deeply in debt. They get their 
financial affairs into a complete muddle, am! 
rashness in them becomes embarrassed, but 
they themseves, although everything around 
tlieni is in confusion, grow rich. It is not 
surprising that the people are tiled of hav- 
ing rulers of this kind, and that they try 
every now and then in a rough way to bet- 
ter their political condition.

Hon. Mb. Robson agreed with the Bonior 
membor for Victoria City, that the claims 
of a country like this were always worthy 
of the greatost consideration, lie showed 
that there was no analogy between the cun- 
ccssions mads by the Crown to the city of 
Westminster and that which was now 
claimed. The Westminster property really 
belonged to the city, and it was only 
question of transference. He agreed that 
the acre in question would be very valuable 
in connection with the James Bay improve- 
ment, but he denied that other communities 
had received greater concessions than Vic- 
toria had. He could assure the House that 
the Government, when the time came, 
would fully consider Victoria's claims, as 
this acre of land would be a material factor 
in the James Bay Hat improvement. 

CROW'S MOT AND KOOTKNAY U. H. 

Mr. Baker introduced a bill to amend 
the Crow's Nest and Kootenay Lake R. H. 
Company Act. 

Hon. Mr. Bkavkn'h Chinese Exclusion 
clauses, as in the case of the other bills, 
were again offered. 

Hon. Mr. Rouson admitted that possibly 
this bill might be such a one as the House 
would deem it expedient to amend by the 
insertion of the Chinese clauses ; but this 
was not the time to do so. The House, of 
course, reserved to itself the right to insert 
them should it deem necessary. 

The amendment was lost by 22 to ^ 6, the 
ayes being Messrs. Bcavcn, Grant, Semlin, 
Cotton, Milne and MoKenzie, 

QUESTIONS. 

In answer to Mr. Brown, 

Hon. Mr. Vkrnon said that he regretted 
that he was as yet unable to inform him as 
to the intention of the Government with 
respect to the construction of a traffic 
bridge across the Pitt River, at some point 
near its confluence with the Froser. 

Mr. Brown asked : "Would the Gov- 
ernment look upon a traffic bridge across 
the Fraser at New Westminster as a work 
of provincial importance, ranking 
undertaking entitled to substantial aid from 
the provincial treasury V Also, in the event 
of the municipalities directly interested 
undertaking, with the assistance of th 
Dominion Government, to build a trufli 
bridge, or in conjunction with a railway 
company, a combined railway and traffic 
bridge, across the Fraser at New Westmin 
ster, would the Provincial Government aid 
the work by a grant of money? " 

Hon. Mr. RoBSON replied— yes ; but 
what material aid, if any, the Government 
were prepared to ask the House to grant 
was a matter for consideration. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the adoption of 
the report of the Houso on 
Till! SHOSWAP RAILWAY GUARANTEE Bill 

Hon. Mr. Turner said the Government 
had full and satisfactory security for mak 
ing the concessions to the company, the oh 
jeet of whose bill was to enable them to tin 
more readily issue their bonds and place 
them on the market, better prices being ob 
tainablc for a largo than a small issue of 
securities. 

The motion to adopt the report was, after 
41 long and bitter personal discussion be- 
tween the Attorney-General, the senior 
member for Vancouver and the leader of 
the Opposition, left over. 

The Assessment bill was also deferred, it 
being on the order for adjourned committee 
of the House. 

THE LIBEL BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the second read- 
ing of his Libel bill, which, he said, was not 
very different from the law of Ontario, 
which much resembled that of England, 
known as Fox's bill. He had left out the 
provision which privileged reports of public 
meetings, absolute latitude in publishing 
the proceedings of which ought to be 
prohibited. Were there absolute lati- 
tude in this respect all that would be neces- 
sary to circulate a calumny would be to get 
some one to retail it at a meeting, and in 
that way secure its publication. He saw 
many reasons why the proprietor of a news- 
paper should not be notified before proceed- 
ings of libel were instituted against him. 
Were this necessary it would be possible for 
the proprietor of a journal to leave the place 
in order to avoid being notified, the paper re- 
maining in the hands ot irresponsible indtvi 
duals, who meantime would continue to 
publish the libel. 

Hon. Mr. IJf.AVEN expressed regret that 
several clauses of the Ontario bill had 
been left out. This, our second 
bill, was based on the Ontario act. He 
should, however, vote for the second read- 
ing of this bill, witli the hope that the 
necessary amendments would be made in 
committee. 

After remarks from Mr. Semlin, who 
thought the Ontario act should have been 
more closely followed, 

Mr. Cotton insisted that at least one 
clear day's notice for a daily paper should 
be given to a newspaper man to make cor- 
rections, explanations or apologies, prior to 
proceedings being taken against him. In 
this way needless expenses on the news- 
paper proprietor might be avoided. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said if the member for 
Vancouver would introduce an amendment 
be would vote for it, or would insert such a 
provision in his bill. 

Mil. GRANT pointed out that there were 
occasions when, in the absence of the pro- 
prietor or editor, subordinates in charge 
might make mistakes, and, therefore, pro- 
vision should be made to allow the neces- 
sary corrections. Indeed, in small com- 
munities, even the proprietor frequently 
bad so much to do that it was impossible to 
verify the alleged facts. 

Hon. Mr. PoolEY objected to clause 8, 
and thought that in vindicating his charac- 
ter it should not be necessary for a person 
to give security for cosls. 

The bill was read a second time, and will 
be considered by committee on Monday. 

The House adjourned at half-past live.

men's wages, if payment is made to the 
contractor, without requiring production of 
pay-roll ; the amounts due, as per pay-roll 
to be retained for the men.

PRACTICAL AGRICULTURE. 

To the Editor: — Many healthy, Indus 
trious people, acquainted with the clearing 
and cultivation of land, arrive, who wish to 
settle and found a homestead in Vancouver 
Island. These have generally a few dollars, 
with which they hope to establish them- 
selves. After having wandered about, like 
strangers in a foreign land, they find then- 
few dollars diminished or swallowed up by 
the expense attending on living and travel- 
ing, and so, becoming disheartened, they 
either become laborers in a congested city, 
or seek a homestead in a neighboring foreign 
country. In order to encourage and retain 
this class of people, I suggested (see Colon- 
ist, Jan. ,'10, 1801) that the government 
should, on various sections of land, clear 
eight or nine acres and build 'a small house 
on each, charging the cost to the land, so 
that any one wanting to "settle" should 
be able to be directed to such a spot. It is 
not intended that the government should 
make any profit by the scheme, but that the 
country should, by having additional peo- 
ple on it. 

It is well known that the first year of a 
comparatively poor " settler's " life is not 
pleasant. To have to go into the woods, 
build a shanty, clear . away trees and ob- 
structions, cost time and money, and during 
the early part of this period it is almost im- 
possible to grow anything, and the pioneer 
cannot thus get food out of the ground — 
until the grass grows, the steed starves. 
To relieve him of the remediable difficulty, 
it is necessary for the government to put up 
a house and clear a couple of acres of land, 
so that as soon as he occupies the spot, be 
may plant potatoes- &c, ami thus render 
him much earlier capable of providing him- 
self and family with food and with comfort, 
too. 

Very few people in this world do more 
than gain a living. Any one settling on 
land, if he be industrious, can do this, and 
what is more leave an inheritance to his 
children to support themselves in a similar 
manner. He is comparatively independent, 
being able always to raise provisions and 
so forth. Luxuries are unnecessary — luxu- 
ries are the bane of this world ami produce 
most of the miseries therein. 

A farmer soon has an established business, 
the land being his " factory." from which 
he derives an income by his labor. The 
labor he expends in clearing his homestead 
is the extension of bis business. To borrow 
money at eight or ten per cent for this pur- 
pose must not he thought of, for it is ruin- 
ous to the borrower. " He who borrows, 
sorrows I" The settler, too, must depend 
on his labor — he cannot afford to pay addi- 
tional expensive help to clear land or 
otherwise, until he be in a position to make 
a profit by hiring himself or others ; for it 
must be understood that many poor settlers 
will seek work in towns to help them on 
their way. 1 am not writing from fancy, 
but in accordance with facts, and so I do 
think it would be well for individuals and 
the country were the Government to take 
some interest in establishing hardy indus- 
trious but pecuniarily poor settlers, and I do 
think it wicked to invite poor people to 
come, and then say, "root, hog, or die." 

Settler.auys this is a market for private 
speculation, and capitalists might make a 
good thing for themselves and country by 
loing something similar. 

In the first place it would be injurious 
to place this class of people in the hands of 
such a combination, for no one, now-a-days, 
believes that capitalists will do anything 
that will not profit themselves, and any one 
who believes in private, patriotic building 
or farming societies will soon find them- 
selves undeceived after having come under 
their thumb. 

In the next place the Colony has been in 
existence forty years, yet during that 
period no society has established such a 
scheme, clearly showing that capitalists, at 
ast, do not see any money or profit in it to 
themselves, and this is all they think of or 
value. Settlers are a source of profit, and 
this is one reason why they are invited — 
they can be bled. 

Of the class of younger sons, briefless bar- 
risters, and so forth, spoken of by "Settler," 
ly very little, saving that they can al- 
ways buy farms ready prepared, but this I 
lo say, that if they wish to get on they 
must work with their hands, for on manual 
labor farming depends. If they want to use 
their brains only, employing others to do 
the labor they should do themselves, they 
will go the wall, and the laborers get the 
farm. This we all know from experience. 
There is no great occlusion for the Govcrn- 
nt to make any great splurge in this mat- 
ter at first. Let them commence on a. small 
scale if they please — the system will grow 
and extend by degrees, and so it is by no 
s a clillieult system ; but it requires the 
Government to take some interest at least 
in the matter, and no longer imagine the 
country will settle itself ; if they do, Van- 
couver Island will settle itself, but in the 
wrong way. J. S. Helmcken.

GAME PROTECTION IN B. C 

To THE Editor: — As one who has spent 
a very great deal of his time in the pursuit 
of game, may I lie allowed to commentupon 
Mr. Hunter's game bill, alluded to in your 
issue of yesterday. 

I should like to say at the outset that it 
seems to me that there arc laws enough for 
the protection of game here; what we want, 
being officials to enforce those laws. 

Please believe that I am no idle tourist, 
but that I am prepared to quote instances 
in support of my statements. This year, 
for example, in Kmpirc Valley, a camp of 
three or four Indians killed over I'M) deer 
in ten days, according to their own state- 
ment. 1 saw the huge piles of skins myself, 
but there was very little meat in their 
cam]) ; that the beasts were killed for their 
hides, could not be questioned. 

One of the settlers told mo that as the 
Indians did not belong to the neighbour- 
hood, a protest had been sent on behalf of 
I he settlers to the Indian agent, but there 
was no one on the spot to stop this slaugh- 
ter. 

I could give any number of instances of 
the violation of the law as it stands, but 
will reserve them for the present, merely 
asserting here that what we want, is that 
the present laws should be enforced before 
new ones are made. Officers could be found 
in many of the best game districts who 
would, if authorized, be glad to work in 
their own and their neighbors interests 
without remuneration. 

As to the bill as it stands, perhaps the 
clause as to sheep shooting is a little un- 
necessary. As a matter of fact sheep are 
much easier to obtain in November than in 
August, the snow driving them down to the 
low lands. Resides- this, some of the best 
sheep countries in this province are closed 
by snow after the end of October. 

As to tin- protection of elk, is it not a lit- 
tle unnecessary ! They are so well able to 
protect themselves in the dense timber of 
Vancouver Island, that we have been un- 
able hitherto to obtain a specimen for the 
Provincial Museum. Except on the Island, 
there are hardly any elk in British Colum- 
bia to protect, and on the. Island tin 1 pur- 
suit of them could only lead to u better 
knowledge of the Island itself, very much to 
he desired. 

And that brings me to another point 
In protecting the game, the chief consjdera 
lion should surely be tin- best interests of 
the province. 

Wo want the game for our own 
f«o 1. for our own amusement, ami surely not 
least, as an inducement to wealthy visitors 
t" visit us and settle amongst us. Tl.o 
men wo want will not object to the payment 
of a S, r i() liceilBO, but surely it is rattier hard 
on them that as the law tit present stands 
tlloy cannot semi their hardly earned 
trophies home over the (MM-!. And yet 
this i-s so. 

Finally, may I draw attention to what I 
venture to think is tit the root of the whole 
mutter. Game trophies should be the re- 
ward of the successful hunter and not part 



of the stock in trade of every up country 
trader. 

The man who comes here from England to 
shoot sheep or deer contributes to the sup- 
port of our great railway, advertises our 
province amongst his friends at home, 
upunda at least §500 in the country ho shoots 
in, probably falls a prey to one of our sweet 
voiced estate agents in Victoria, and pos- 
sibly settles and becomes a good citizen here. 

Rut the man who buys his sheep's head 
pays S'Jo for it, §10 of which goes into an 
Indian's pocket ami $16 into an up-country 
trader's, and there is an end of the whole 
business. 

I am not blaming either trader or Slwnsh, 
but merely wish to point out that a traffic 
in game trophies is not as advantageous to 
the province as the pursuit of game by men 
who kill their own trophies, and, therefore, 
if Rritish Columbia wishes to make the 
most out of her sheep and red deer she 
should discourage the trader more ami the 
hunter less. 

In the hands of almost all the storekeep- 
ers up country, to day, will be found a 

gular printed list of prices to be paid for 
sheep's heads (so much per inch round the 
butt of the horn) and oilier trophies. 

Forgive nie for taking up so much of your 
space, but as one who was first attracted to 
this lovely province by the game in it, I 
cannot help feeling keenly on all matters 
connected with the chase in British Colum- 
bia. 0. Pltll.l.lfl'S- Woi.i.kv.

RUMORED STRIKE ON THE C P. K. 

Of Conductors, Brnkemen and Switchmen, 
Extending from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. 

ClIICAOO, Feb. 5. — A Montreal special 
says a strike of conductors, brake- 
men and switchmen on the Canadian 
Pacific Railway is threatened, and may 
be put in operation any hour. 
It will extend from St. John, N. B., to 
Vancouver, B. C. Two hundred represen- 
tatives from all over the line have ap- 
proached the assistant general manager of 
the road and demanded an in- 
crease of pay. What the com- 
pany terms a reasonable advance is 
offered, hut is not accepted. The demand 
of the Canadian Pacific men will probably 
be followed by one on the part of the Grand 
Trunk. Operators who belong to the same 
organization are waiting to see what this 
move does before taking action. 

MONTREAL, Feb. i>. — Vice - President 
Shaughnessy was interviewed this afternoon 
with regard to the report that the Canadian 
Pacific railway trainmen contemplated 
striking. He denied there was any trouble 
with the conductors, and said that certain 
concessions had hceu made to the other 
hands.

It appropriates for pensions for the 
year $133,173,085, for fees and expenses of 
examining surgeons $1,500,000, for salaries 
of 18 pension agents $72,000, and for clerk 
hire $300,000. The latter item is increased 
by an amendment of the committee on ap- 
propriations to $400,000. Another amend- 
ment reported from the committe strikes out 
the proviso limiting to $2 the compensation 
of attorneys, and inserts in lieu of it a pro- 
viso limiting such compensation to $5.
